Mack Julion always has been in love with 
Chicago. A Southwest Side resident, he 
swore he would never flee to the suburbs, 
playfully mocking friends as not being “real 
Chicagoans.” 

But now, crime in his neighborhood and 
across the city has worn that devotion thin. 

“T’ve traveled around the country and 
have always said I wouldn’t consider living 
anywhere else besides this city,” said Julion, 
45. “But I’m to the point now where ’m 
looking to move out to the suburbs. It’s just 
getting too crazy here.” 

Julion’s sense that Chicago’s crime prob- 
lem is growing worse is shared by nearly 
half of the city dwellers who responded to 
a new poll for Tribune/WGN. But the real- 
ity is that overall crime in Chicago is down 
when compared to last year and homicides 
are nearly flat, with no significant uptick 
compared to recent years. 

The telephone poll of 800 male and fe- 
male heads of household from the six-coun- 
ty Chicago area began July 8, one day after 
Chicago police Officer Thor Soderberg was 
gunned down in Englewood. A little less 
than two months earlier, Officer Thomas 
Wortham IV was killed in Chatham. And 
on Sunday, four days after the poll was com- 

pleted, Officer 
Michael Bailey was 
killed outside his 
Park Manor home.

When asked what were the worst 
things about living in the Chicago area, 
a majority of respondents—53 percent— 
said crime. Other high-ranking answers 
were political corruption, high taxes 
and cost of living. TRIBUNE 


Experts agree that these high-profile ho- 
micides, coupled with a bad economy and a 
steady stream of news about shootings, have 
fed a public perception that crime in Chi- 
cago is getting worse. The Market Shares 
Corp. poll—which has a margin of error of 
plus or minus 3.5 percentage points — found 
that only 30 percent of Chicagoans feel 
their neighborhoods are safe. 

“Police officers are the embodiment of 
authority,” said Arthur Lurigio, a professor 
of psychology and criminal justice at Loyola 
University Chicago. “When officers are get- 
ting shot, that gives citizens a sense that the 
social order is completely collapsing. The 
average citizen, the regular guy and woman 
on the street, are going to think, ‘If they’re 
shooting police, what chance do I have?’” 

Homicides are up less than 1 percent in 
Chicago compared with last year, according 
to unofficial crime statistics through Tues- 
day. There were 245 homicides between Jan- 
uary and July 20, two more than the same 
period last year. 

Overall crime, including violent crimes 
such as criminal sexual assault and robbery, 
are down, according to official crime statis- 
tics through the end of June. For instance, 
shootings are down slightly compared to 
January through June of last year.

View of safet

Suburban residents have a notably different 
outlook than city residents when it comes to 
perceptions of safety. Only 23 percent of peo- 
ple outside the city believe crime is rising, and 
65 percent believe their neighborhoods are 
safe. 

Clementine Moore feels like her Palatine 
neighborhood has even less crime than it did 
when she moved there 20 years ago. 

“Sometimes things happen here, but it’s not as 
bad as Chicago,” said Moore, 57. “You don’t hear 
about anybody getting shot or anything.” 

She attributes the low crime to the lack of bus 
routes between Palatine and Chicago, which ties 
into the opinion of many suburbanites that Chi- 
cago is the root of the area’s crime problems. 

For example, Alyet Sisson, 78, who lives in sub- 
urban North Chicago but attends church in the 
city every Sunday. She says she doesn’t linger after 
the services.

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Ruling for 
5 Peterson 
hearsay

The judge overseeing the Drew Peterson 
case has ruled the former Bolingbrook police 
sergeant likely murdered his third and fourth 
wives, but found that only five of the 13 hear- 
say sources prosecutors hoped to admit at 
trial could be used, according to a copy of the 
sealed ruling obtained by the Tribune. 

Peterson’s murder trial is on hold while 
prosecutors appeal Judge Stephen White’s 
ruling. 

The Tribune previously reported on parts 
of White’s four-page ruling, in which he finds 
it more likely than not that Peterson killed 
his third wife, Kathleen Savio, and his fourth 
wife, Stacy Peterson. The ruling was made 
under a lesser legal standard than the stan- 
dard of beyond a reasonable doubt that a jury 
would face. 

Peterson has been charged only with 
Savio’s 2004 drowning death, but he is the 
sole suspect in Stacy Peterson’s 2007 disap- 
pearance. He has denied wrongdoing in both 
cases. 

Defense attorneys have argued that the 
prosecution’s July 7 appeal should be dis- 
missed because it was filed more than a 
month after White’s May 18 hearsay ruling.

Say what, Rod? 


Blagojevich’s attorneys reportedly tell judge he won't testify

Former Gov. Rod Blagojevich has spent 
more than a year telling anyone who 
would listen that he would testify in his 
own defense and be vindicated. 

But in a stunning twist as his time to 
take the witness stand came, Blagojevich’s 
attorneys told US. District Judge James 
Zagel on Tuesday that the ex-governor 
would not testify and that they were pre- 
pared to rest their case without calling a 
single witness, sources told the Tribune. 

After conferring that message private- 
ly to Zagel and prosecutors in a lengthy 
sidebar, the defense team was told by the 
judge to mull the decision overnight. 

The decision means Blagojevich won’t 
be able to play any undercover record- 
ings that he felt backed up his denials of 
wrongdoing. Last week, the judge took 
portions of two days to decide what re- 
cordings could be played for the jury by 
the defense, though he blocked many of 


the ones it sought to air. 

Anumber of sources said several factors 
went into the sudden reversal of course. 

Blagojevich’s lawyers believed pros- 
ecutors had held back part of their case 
against the former governor to use against 
him in what promised to be a bruising 
cross-examination by Assistant U.S. At- 
torney Reid Schar, who glared toward the 
defense table after learning of the deci- 
sion. 

The attorneys also were operating un- 
der the belief that if Blagojevich testified, 
convicted fundraiser Antoin “Tony” Rez- 
ko, who has cooperated with the govern- 
ment, was likely to be called as a powerful 
rebuttal witness by prosecutors. 

Sources have said Rezko, who allegedly 
helped Blagojevich scheme to make mon- 
ey by leveraging the powers of his office, 
had not been prepared by prosecutors to 
testify but was on notice that he could very 
likely be called to the stand on short order. 


Blagojevich’s lawyers also believed that 
the former governor’s older brother, Rob- 
ert, a well-spoken businessman and retired 
Army officer who testified for two days on 
his own behalf this week, made for an ef- 
fective family spokesman for the defense. 

After court, Blagojevich declined to an- 
swer questions shouted by reporters as he 
stepped into a waiting car. 

But his outspoken legal team, led by 
Sam Adam and his son, Sam Adam Jr., had 
plenty to say. 

In a rare public display of dissension for 
such a high-profile case, the father-and- 
son team revealed they were divided over 
the decision. 

The elder Adam said he was leading 
the charge to have the governor stay off 
the witness stand but that his son wanted 
the ex-governor to testify because he had 
promised Blagojevich’s testimony to the 
jury during his opening statement last 
month.

Senate vote 
final hurdle 
for Kagan 


WASHINGTON ‘The 

Senate Judiciary 
Committee on Tuesday 
approved the nomina- 
tion of Solicitor General 
Elena Kagan to become 
the nation’s fourth fe- 
male Supreme Court 
justice, setting up a final 
confirmation vote by the 
Senate. 

Democrats repeatedly 
characterized Kagan as 
a strong legal thinker 
who would be a fair judge, while Republicans 
slammed her as an inexperienced activist who 
would be unable to divorce her legal judgments 
from her political opinions. 

Members on both sides expressed frustration 
with a confirmation hearing process many ob- 
servers say increasingly yields few clear answers 
about a nominee’s judicial philosophy. 

“Elena Kagan is one of this country’s lead- 
ing legal minds, and has shown throughout this 
process that, if confirmed, she would be a fair 
and impartial Supreme Court Justice who un- 
derstands how decisions made by the Court af- 
fect the lives of everyday Americans,” President 
Obama said after the vote. 

The full Senate is expected to vote on Kagan’s 
nomination before departing for its August re- 
cess. If approved, Kagan will fill the seat of re- 
tiring Justice John Paul Stevens and become the 
112th person to join the high court.

In the end, the Cubs 
were able to do what 
no team has done 
before them. 

It wasn’t the rav- 
ages of old age, an 
aneurysm or a posse 
of umpires hell-bent 
on revenge that fi- 
nally brought an end 
to Lou Piniella’s sto- 
ried career. Though 
Lou will never admit 
it, it’s clear that 
what pushed him 
out of baseball and 
onto the golf courses of Florida for good 
was the prospect of another soul-sucking 
season managing the underachieving, apa- 
thetic team known as the Chicago National 
League Ball Club. 

Piniella has worked for George Stein- 
brenner, managed five major league teams, 
won three World Series rings (two as a play- 
er) and has been manager of the year three 
times. His teams are as renowned for their 
strong fundamentals and plate discipline 
as Lou is for his temper and proficiency at 
dirt-kicking. 

In 2007, Lou swaggered into the Cubs 
clubhouse as the new sheriff in town, ready 
to take his team of young ruffians and make 
them play baseball the “right” way, by God. 
And it worked. For a while. 

In his first two seasons with the Cubs, 
Lou led his team to consecutive playoff 
appearances. But in the end, like the teem- 
ing masses of Cubs players and managers 
before him, we watched the air leak slowly 
out of Lou like an old tire. What 44 years 
of baseball couldn’t pull off was accom- 
plished by the Cubs in just three short 
seasons. By the 2010 All-Star Break, it 
became apparent that all Lou really wanted 
from life was a place to sit down with a stiff 
drink. 

As Sweet Lou Piniella walks off into 
the proverbial sunset, some Cubs fans are 
understandably sad to see him go. But cheer 
up, Cubs fans, we still have the long, slow 
destruction of Ryne Sandberg’s managerial 
career to look forward to.

It was back in Arizona during spring train- 
ing that Cubs President Crane Kenney said 
management would have an “interesting 
conversation” with Lou Piniella at the end 
of the season if he felt good enough to con- 
tinue managing in 2011. 

But that interesting conversation never 
will happen. 

Piniella officially announced Tuesday he 
has decided to calls it quits on his manage- 
rial career at the end of this season. 

Piniella made the decision last week, but 
the news leaked out from his agent early 
Tuesday afternoon before he could get a 
chance to inform his players and coaching 
staff. 

“T’ve been extremely appreciative of my 
four years here with the Chicago Cubs,”

Piniella said. “... But at the end of this year I 
turn 67 and it’s time for me to get on witha 
new phase of my life.” 

Piniella said he wanted to spend more 
time with his family and made the an- 
nouncement now because he didn’t “want 
to mislead anybody” about his intentions. 

“More important, it gives [general man- 
ager] Jim Hendry more time to find a new 
manager for this organization,” he said. 

Cubs Chairman Tom Ricketts later con- 
firmed Hendry would remain the general 
manager “going into next year,” and will 
make the decision on who will succeed Pini- 
ella. 


Bob Brenly, Joe Torre and Joe Girardi are 
three potential managerial candidates who 
have World Series championships under 
their belts. 

But Hendry said he wouldn’t rule out 
someone with no managerial experience in 
the big leagues and named Triple-A Iowa 
manager Ryne Sandberg as an in-house can- 
didate. 

“We want the best manager moving for- 
ward,” Hendry said. 

Piniella’s legacy in Chicago likely will be 
debated for years to come. He won two divi- 
sion titles in his first two seasons but went 
o-6 in the playoffs. He helped the Cubs set 
attendance records and raised expectations, 
but he also watched a veteran team shoot 
itself in the foot this season, leading to its 
current mess.

OKLAHOMA CITY Jennie 
Finch had no trouble daz- 
zling everyone. 

The striking blonde with 
the unhittable stuff was 
the most dominant softball 
pitcher of her time. Finch won an NCAA championship 
in record-setting fashion and added Olympic gold as she 
spread softball’s popularity in America and beyond. 

But after 10 years of playing internationally, Finch is 
turning her focus to her family and her desire to have more 
children. 

The 29-year-old announced ‘Tuesday she'll play one 
more week with the US. team and retire from the sport 
next month when the Chicago Bandits’ National Pro Fast- 
pitch season is over. 

“This whole career has been way more than I ever even 
imagined or dreamed,” Finch said in an interview with 
The Associated Press. “The opportunities that I'd be able 
to enjoy and appreciate and be a part of, it’s been incred- 
ible.”

Surely one of the more promising young Chicago bands, Young 
Jesus exists somewhere in the space between the party and the 
comedown.

‘H.E.R.” 


Local director moves hip-hop play 
east, but not before a final hurrah 


By Carol Hilker 
“The plan is to be there temporarily,” Wendell Tucker explains. 
“There” is New York City, which Chicago actor, playwright and di- 
rector Tucker calls a necessary step in the life of his play, “I Still Love 
H.E.R (atributetohiphop),” already performed more than 100 times 
since its local debut in October 2005. This week, “H.E.R.” encores 
in Chicago before heading to the Big Apple, where a weeklong run 
starting Nov. 6 at the Apollo Theater will precede a stint on Broad- 
way. Tucker is working out location details as of press time; the goal 
is for a minimum three-month run. 

Growing up in the now-demolished Robert Taylor Homes, Tuck- 
er, 29, never imagined he’d be involved in theater. “When we talked 
about acting, it was TV and film,” he says. His show’s begin- 
nings can be traced back to 1994, when Chicago rapper 
Common released the song, “I Used to Love H.E.R.” 
(H.E.R. serves here as an acronym for the phrase 
“hearing every rhyme”). Critics hailed it as one of 
hip-hop’s greatest recordings, and Tucker identified 
with the song. “It’s essentially about [Common’s} | 
love and struggle for hip-hop to be good,” he ex- 
plains. “Even though he might not respect it all the 
time, he still loves it and believes in it.” 

Tucker’s play takes on the spirit and soul of hip-hop 
from the perspective of Love 1, a disillu- 
sioned radio host (played by Tucker), who 
is angry by the messages and images in 
the community. He decides to retire 
and dedicates his farewell broadcast to 
Hip-Hop (played by Lynesha Monet), 
who shows up to tell her side of the 
story. Through the dialogue, dance and 
music that follow, the audience takes 
an organic but sentimental journey 
illustrating the rich culture of the \ 
music. 

We caught up with him recently to 
talk more about the play and find out 
what he’ll miss most about his native 


city.

What led you to write “H.E.R.”? 
The story behind it was written 
by {Tucker’s former mentor Ar- 
thur Reese of Chicago State Uni- 
versity}, who had a great love for 
our community, but not a great 
understanding of hip-hop. We 
would always tell him, “We need 
something more real.” Finally he 
said, “OK then, go write it.” 


You introduce hip-hop as a cul- 
ture, rather than a music genre. 
Why is that? 

Anywhere you go on the planet, 
you are going to see a representa- 
tion of hip-hop. You don’t have 
that with any other kind of cul- 
ture. You can go to Japan, Africa, 
China, Australia, South America: 
you will see hip-hop. It’s a story 
that needs to be told. 


What can audiences expect in 
your show? 

Eleven tracks, 11 dance num- 
bers, each one about a different 


subject in hip-hop culture. You'll 
hear a little Run DMC, Lauryn 
Hill, Salt-N-Pepa and lots of 
surprises. 


How do you think this show will 
be received by audiences in New 
York City? 

I think they’re gonna love it. 
Even though the show has its 
roots in Chicago, we properly 
acknowledge that hip-hop has 

its roots in New York. For us, it’s 
really bringing the show back to 
its foundation. 


What will you miss most about 
Chicago? 

To be honest, Lake Shore Drive. 
Half of this show was written 
behind the Adler Planetarium 
around 2 or 3 a.m. when I wasn’t 
supposed to be there. Chicago is 
one of the most beautiful cities 
T have ever seen. We'll also miss 
some of our closest friends and ... 
the pizza.

Tasting vs. drinking: 
There's a difference 


Experience is the best teacher when it comes to expanding your wine 
knowledge, but there is a distinct difference between tasting wine 
and drinking it. We drink wine for pleasure; we taste wine to learn 
more about it. 

When we drink wine, say at a party or during dinner, our attention 
is focused on our friends, the conversation and the conviviality of the 
moment. Perhaps we pause to comment on the general features of the 
wine but we quickly return to what is most important: enjoying our- 
selves. Tasting, on the other hand, is much more analytical. We block 
out all other distractions and concentrate on the wine to break down 
the components and learn more about it. By following the four basic 
steps of tasting, you can increase your knowledge of wine and add to 
the enjoyment of drinking it.

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Appearance: Tilt the 
glass at a 45-degree 
angle away from 

you against a white 
background and 

look at the wine's ap- 
pearance. The color 
can give you general 
clues as to the age of 
the wine and whether 
it will be light or 
heavy in your mouth. 
The drips on the sides 
of the glass are called 
legs; the more legs 
you see, the higher 
the alcohol content. 


Smelk: Swirl the glass 
to activate the aro- 
matic components in 
the wine. Stick your 
nose into the glass 
and try to describe a 
fruit smell (tart fruits 
or ripe fruits), earth 
smell (fresh-turned 
soil, mushrooms) and 
a wood smell (baking 
spice, vanilla). Don't 
get discouraged if 
you're not smelling 
what the other per- 
son is, as the aroma 
of wine is subjective. 


Taste: Take a 1-ounce 
portion of wine into 
your mouth, roll it 
around and focus 

on how it feels and 
tastes. You also can 
enhance the flavor 

of the wine by draw- 
ing air in through the 
mouth over the wine. 
Describe the body, 
tartness level, alcohol 
burn, sweetness and 
general flavor profile.
